The data in this analysis are based^on figures published by -the 
Bureau of the Census from the 15~ and 20 percent samples of the 1970 
census enumeration .as indicated for each table. 

In 1970, the Indian population, "^accordin^ to the lS percent sample, 
■w^is 760,572 and for. the /20 percent sample it was 763,594. ' The complete 
pppulation count placed /the American Indian p^opulati.on at 792,730. 

All 1960 census data and changes which occurred in the Indian, 
populatior. during the x960-'/0 de'cade are omitted from this report. 
These' data are e>xluded primarily because the 1960 census 'data 
contain aii overcount of Indians 55-59 years of age. The magnitude of 
this overcount is not knowr . j Also, isolated. Indians living in rural . 
areas v;ere more likely to be /excluded from the 1960 census, count than 
from iThe 1970 coiint- . ' '

In 1976^the largest proportion of older Indians continued to live 
in the *West ''andj. the smallest in the Northeas't , The proportion of older 
Indians in each regionNjvaried frqm less than 10% in the Northea's^. to ' ^. 
over 40% in the West with little difference between the 55+ and 60+ age.; 
groupings (see table below).
